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What ‘Tiberal” Racists Never Mention

■ As OUR "LiBERAL” it^wipapCTi and 
radio and television newscasieni dwell 
more and more upon tlic riut uf hale^ 
criized Black Nationalists pledging lo 
hum down America's cities; as they 
irumpcl Stokely Caniiichaeli return 
from the capitals of che Communist 
World to call for open gticrrilla war- 
fnre; as they publicize Martin Luther 
Killy's plans to invade and disrupt 
Washington itself—as the pyramid nf 
racial hate builds — devoutly patriotic 
Negro leaders work without fanfare on 
constructive and realistic solutions to 
the very real problems Eaced by colored 
Americans. Curiously, the accomplish- 
ments of these builders arc ignored by 
the "Liberal" Press and seldom con¬ 
sidered to be even remotely as news 
worthy as the regular demented cant 
of an H. '^Rap^' Brosvn or a Robert Wil¬ 
liams. 

Tt is of considerable significance that 
the work of “Conservative” Negro 
leaders is seldom projected to the aver¬ 
age white American by the "Liberal" 


news media. Thcjse whu would incliv 
crate America's cities know very well 
that if whites can be Jed to believe that 
the typical Negro is personified in 
Hubert "Rap" Rrown or Stokcly Car- 
michaeh and if Negroes can be led to 
believe the twisted caricature of a 
"Whitey" whose goal in life is to make 
of blacks the victims of mass genocide^ 
then America is headed for race war 
jubt as sure God made little green 
apples. And race war i.s what the fuse 
of holocaust in Watts and Detroit and 
Newark was all about—race war ignited 
in America by the incendiary forces of 
the International Communist Conspir¬ 
acy. The vast majority of American 
Negroes know this “ and their “Con¬ 
servative" leadership is working fever¬ 
ishly to -Stop the rcvnlutionariiis before 
it h loo late. 

Listen, for example, to Dr. J. H. 
Jackson—who maintains that those who 
cry "to Hell with America" should leave 
and go to the ''country that they love/" 
Anti he says: “For those who do not 
have the money, we will pay their fare/' 

Who is Dr. Jackson ? 

Only the President of the largest Ne¬ 
gro religious organization In the United 
States. And Dr. Jackson made that 
st.ilcment to thirty thousand delegates 
at die Eighty-Scventli Aiiiiijal National 
Baptist (.invention conference, held in 
Denver in September of 1%7. What 
h mure, the delegates roared their ap¬ 
proval of the offer to finance the exodus 
of anti-Americans. "We want lo win 
Ltiern . . . teach them that America 
is great. Rut^ if we can't win them, let 
us [W them the same compliment they 
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are paying ns," ihe Chicago pastor said, 
and he iirgE:H th.ir if oiir Jails will not , 
iu^ld ail the revolutiuiiaries we should 
expand the penal system. During his ! 
foriy-minnce speech Dr. Jackson was in¬ 
terrupted fiFtccn times hy vigorou"! oi^a- 
lions Irom the lens of thnmandfi of 
patriotic and Christian Americans in 
attendance—all imponant Negro leaders 
in their eommunittes. 

Lashing fiercely at the Rl.ick Power 
advocates, the Reverend [acks{}n de¬ 
clared r "Ncp hen has the right to cackle 
who hasn't laid an egg. Black Power 
folk many wirh no soap and no bach 
tubs, are Erackling al}out their power. 
They need to do soiiieLhing first/' Blac^ 
Power IS organised hate^ and it does 
not describe conKfruciivc and produc¬ 
tive action on tlic part nf American 
Negroes, proclaimed Dr. Jackson, who i 
has yet m grace the eover of 
Loo^j Ni'WJtocc^j or any of the other 
''Liberal" slicks. Amerkaft Power^ he 
said, is color blind. 

And^ just so that everyone w^onld 
know where they stood* the thirty thou- 
satid NegFEj delegates lu that Qnwen- 
tion uftamnioasly rd-elected the vigor- 
oTJsly pacriotic Dr, Jackson as President 
of the 63O0,QO0-membcr National Bap¬ 
tist Convention. Huntley and Brinkley, 
Tfme- and Loo^. didn't second the 
nomi nation — and thus Dr. Jackson 
remains unknown to the great mas:^ of 
white Americans. 

Among the most widely known nf the 
Negrn leaders working con.'itrueLivcIy tu 
build Aiiitrica is Archie Moore, the old 
Mongoose^ former light-heavy weight 
boxing cliampion of tlic wufld and one 
of the must colorful and articulate 
athletes ever co climb between the ropes. 
Archie is still in there punchingn hut his 
opjxincnt is mure elusive and harder to 
hit than any oE his opponents in the 
ring. The Mongnofie'.s foe now is juve¬ 
nile critne. and Archie Moore is having 
none of chc “Lo, the Poor Negro" non* 
scnflc peddied by white “Liberal'' so- * 


ciologists and blacks who lack the 
courage to Compete For success the svay 
Muore has^. Like Dr, Jackson, he has 
little patience with the America haters 
who monopolize headlinfx in the “Lih- 
eraP' Press: 

The Devi! is work in Amerkaj 
wid // /V fo /a to drh'e h'm 
Snipers iftiid iooierSy white or 
deserve no mercy, and those who set 
feUoti' AvierkiWS wpoii each other 
deserve no mercy. Pd fi^hf ihe man 
uhn rails rne an "Unde Tomr*' I 
have hroien bread udih Heads of 
State, chaffed laifh Presideufs, and 
traveled ad over ihe world. 1 was 
horn in a ghiito, hnt I refnted to 
stay there. I am a Ncj^rOy and prond 
to he one. I am also an American, 
and Pm proifd of that. 

According to the former boxing cham¬ 
pion, still a champion Americaiv con- 
icmporary young people whining about 
their hard lot .arc mostly just soft: 

They shordd have been arnnnd in 
the Thirties when I was coming np 
in St. Lorn. We had no way to go, 
hni a lot of ns made it. / became 
itghi-heavywelghi rhamphn of the 
uforld. A neighbor kid down the 
block, Clark Terry, became one of the 
mosf famans fa^z mnskians in the 
world. There were doctors, lawyers 
and chiefs who came onf of that 
ghetto. One of the top pofkemert in 
Sf. Lot^h rame fr/^m onr neighhot- 
hood. 

IP"*' made it hecanse had rt 
g&at, and we were wilting to work for 
if. Don't talk to me of yonr ''guaran- 
teed naiion4il income.^" Any foot 
kriowj that this is iniamfy. Do we 
bring those who worked to get ahead 
down to the level of those who never 
j^ave a damn.^ The world owes no¬ 
body—black or white—a living. God 
I helps the man who helps himself I

Mr. MiHjrc dcK:s not blind himself la 
ahcieiu injustkes bul emplmi^es the 
pcsiitvc whiSe chalkitging ihc revolu- 
Tionarks, "'Tve seen almost nnbclkvable 
progress made in the last handful of 
years," he says. And he adds: “LXj we 
want 10 become wild beasts bent only 
an revenge^ looting and killing and lay¬ 
ing America bare? Hate is bail, bail for 
the simplcmindcd.” According in the 
former ci]am[ji{}n^ who nuw makes his 
home in iian Diego, California, "If 
you listen to the professional rabble- 
rousers, adhere la this idea of giving up 
every thing you've gained in order to 
re%'enge yourseJf for the wrongs ihai 
were done to you in the past, then you"ll 
wind up watching your neighbor^ Ik:- 
cause he'll be looting v^^ur house next. 
Law and order is the only edge we 
h.Tve. Nn man is .an island.” And be¬ 
lieve ihis, says Moore, "if we resort to 
lawlessness^ the only ihing we dan hope 
for h civil war* untold bloodshcdt and 
die ejid of our dreams.” 

The meeting of qualified men of both 
races is imperative to problem solving, 
the former boxer bclicvc.s. And he em- 
phasi::cs, "Mind you, I s^id qualified 
men, not some punk kid, ranting the 
I catch phrases put in his mouth by some 
paid hale-mtnigcr. There arc forces in 
the world today, forces bent upon the 
destruction of America, your America 
and mine. And while weVe on the 
subject, do you doubt for a minute that 
CoTTuniini-sm^ World Cornmunism, isn't 
wailing with bated breath fur the black 
and white Americans to turn on each 
other full force?"' 

"I>o yuu want a uhance for life, 
liberty and the pursuit of happiness 
in rhe l.ind nf ynur birth, nr c3n you 
want no chance at all under the Ked 
heel?'" Moore ?iski American Negroes. 
And he hiis e-specliily hard at Black 
Naiiouahst.s parroting the Communists' 
cry for a separate Negro nation with in 
America's btjrdcni:. "I do not intend to 
I give up one square inch of America. 
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I'm not going fn be inld 1 must live in 
a restricted area. Isn't that wliat weVc 
all been fighting to overcome?'* 

Believing that much can be done to 
make Amcric.i a better place in which 
to ]ivc by projjcriy motivating the na¬ 
tion's young people, Archie Moore has 
developed his own self-help program 
called A.B.C.—Any Boy Can. "By ce^ch- 
ing our youthk black, white, yellow and 
red* what is, what scif-respi-i't 

is, wliat Aowor iSn I have been able to 
obliterate juvenile delinquency in several 
.'ircnfi,'’ Moore reports with j us ti Gable 
pride. And he adds: "If any boy can, 
,siirely any tmin can. I want to take 
teams of qualified people^ top men in 
their fields, to rhe trouhled areas of the 
cities. ... If some bigot ca[i misguide 
them, then we can guide. I've spent too 
much of my life biiilfling what Fve gat 
la sec it pul to the torch just to satisfy 
some firn;icnl hatred of the grandson of 
a man who heat my grandfather. . . . 

I invite the res [netted Negro leaders uf 
our country Co join me.” 

Men like Dr. Jackson and Archie 
Moore make scnscn Dignity, self-respect, 
and honor have meaning tu them. They 
arc builders, not destroyers. Yet* 
curiously,, it is the revolutionaries whuse 
every uiteracice makes the headlines of 
our "Liberar* newspapers. It is they who 
are being pitched rn Negro youth as the 
Wave of the Future, Those familiar 
with the mod Ifs opftandi of the Com- 
muni.sts do not have to ask why.

Anh Titv nf Dr. Jackson and 

Archie Moore are far from isolated. 
In Chicago, for example, there is the 
Re^crcnd Henry Mitchell, Presidenl uf 
an Diganization of 5 ome sixty minister.'i 
known ns the North Star United Mis- 
.sionary Workers of America. I talked 
with the Reverend Miccheh in his Wesi 
J^idc Chicago church just after having 
spent five days with the Black Power 
maniacs attending the New Polities 
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Conversion held at the Pal me r Home 
hotel over Liibor Day weekend. 

The RcvtTt:rKl Mitcht:]! a talh 
muscular, (uriner bt^xcr who was burn 
in Kingston, Jamaica, and brought to 
America at an earJy age by parents seek- 
ing economic opportunity. This 
genuinely remarkable Negro Amcriean 
became a skilled crailsman^—an accom¬ 
plished carpenter^ plumber, concrete 
finisher, and elccirician. Fifteen years 
ago, after serious study, Henry Mitchell 
prcjMrrd for the ministry and was or¬ 
dained. Oiling upnn a lifetime of self- 
reliance, he built his nwii church and 
set out tu serve Christ and his com¬ 
munity. 

As I entered his office* the hroad- 
siiouldered Kevcrciid Mitchell handed 
me a flyer containing a cartoon show¬ 
ing an empty pulpir from ivhich was 
hung a sign reading ^^Gone out to force 
people to love one another/' In the 
flyer his North Star Missionaries 
desenbed rhcm.se|vM as a "non-violent 
nrganization, also a non-passive one." 
You can believe that they mean what 
they say. Last spring, after Marun Lu¬ 
ther King announced that Chicago was 
to be his chief revolutionary target fur 
die summer of 1967^ Henry Mitchell 
catted a press conference and told King 
and Company to sray out of Chicago, 
that h-atc and racism were ntit wanted 
there. Reverend Mitchell explained to 
me that rather than work constructively, 
the Southern Christian Leadership Cun- 
(erenee has preferred to foment hate 
and turmoil within hi"! community with¬ 
out giving com fort or hu|je tu thtise left 
in the wake uf the hutc monger ing. He 
askedr 

What h gwfg to happen fo ihofe 
poi?r and bnnffry people; tvhxit haj 
happened to the and 

relief fafniirej of Chkago? dre fhey 
hetter nff after haunng £<? the irordj 
of t/friTwii express'd tfj hk follower? 
Are they any hetter trained? Do they 


bate better jobs? Or are ;hey just 
e.rhthtg from day to day heranse 
they have titrned io detnomtraihiij 
im/ead of devoiing ihamtelrei io the 
hard irorh and self-reliaaire u'hkh 
alone rau imp rote their lot? 

While King \s. leading his Eullowers 
up the blind alky of racist agitatlu]i, 
where in frustration and anger they 
turn inevitably to revolution as the 
panae^^^^ the Reverend Mitchell and hi^ 
North Star Missionaries arc conducting 
positive programs to elevate their com¬ 
munity Ixah economically and socially. 
The key» Mitehcll [H>ints out, is employ¬ 
ment: "Let a man own something and 
he will have pride in himself, his home 
and his family. With a job, he knows 
that wliLii he has, he has earned- With 
jobs people can qualify for loans and 
buy their own homes—and when a man 
owns his oiorr home it won't become a 
slum.'" 

Tn order to get jobs For those who 
were employable l>ui tineducated. the 
North Star Missionaries presented m 
un-thc-job training proposal to the Cic¬ 
ero Mninufacturers Association. "If you 
endure North Starts training program/' 
Reverend Mitchell told the .i-sscmblcd 
heads of the Cicern busi[ie,ss community, 
"wc can gel ^>etjplt off public aid. Too 
many of our people have been living 
on aid too long; they have no pride left 
I and they turn to the government for 
I everything- Tf you cntlotsc us tn help 
our^elve.s, ... it will be North Star"$ job 
tn teach our people coitimtinity responsi¬ 
bility as welt as on-the-job rc.spnnsibility 
once you have jiui them tn work." 
Since that met ting, Cicero husi newsmen 
have cooperated wholeheartedly and 
several Lhousauds of previously unem¬ 
ployed Negroes have al ready been phetd 
in good jobs, 

The major obiiiacle tu finding employ¬ 
ment in the area had been the require¬ 
ment of a high sclkKjl diploma^ which 
I half of the residents of Wesr Chicagn 
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don't Now, thanks to ihc North 
Si^r Mis&ionari«^ oti'Cht job training 
programs (with pay) have replaced the 
diploma r«]uiTGmenl. Reforc sending a 
prospective worker to an empJoyer, 
North Star counsels him on accepting 
his responsibility to do a gcx>d job and 
be a reliable worker, and it sircisei chat 
the employer i;^ a friend who wants to 
help^ nut an enemy as he ha% been 
painted by most “Civil Rights” groups. 
The North Scar workers emphasise chat 
the righi atritiide makes rhe difference 
between an emaseutaied male on ihe 
Welfare rolls and a self-reliant worker 
providing honorably for his family. 

The Reverend Mitchell is jmtifiahly 
proud of the North Sfar ’5 job program. 
He says:

Mitchell s problem now i:^ not finding 
jobs, but finding men who will accept 
them. And it is net chat he isn't find¬ 
ing good jKisitians; they arc factory jobs 
starting at between Si.79 and S27l an 
hour. But, while Chicago h in the 
throes nf a Inlmr shortage* many, ac¬ 
cording to the Reverend Mitcheik 
"would rather live qn ctventy do liars a 
wc-ck Welfare than earn SIOOJ^ Wel¬ 
fare. he believes, is a narcotic, and like 
any other narcotic cvenumlly kad.s to 
addicrinn. This^ he saysj is what the 
“Liberal" white jx^liticiati has done to 
ihe Negro: 

Negroes are hisiorfCtdly a 
jerimthe"' people. They ffled to be 
dihtmied to be on Welfare. Btfi the 
white pofftFciam and ^^LiberaT* soctal 


u'Orkeri convitfced them there unts 
mihmg wrong udth h. Now tt has 
herome a way of fife for many 
familiesi generation after generaihu. 
The government jard\ '^We*U l&ok 
ont after the poor. All yon have to 
do h vote for ns. If yon doiPtj yonr 
rherk ndff he rnt off.'^ They created 
a permanent riass of poor people, 
uho eventttally were io moraily de¬ 
graded hy the State that they dhh/t 
mind being poor. 

At the incepliun of their program^ the 
North Ktar Missionaries went to the 
local Welfare authorities^ explained that 
they had obinined the cooperation of 
Cicero hu.sincssmcn, and a.skcd for the 
oDoperatiun of the Welfare workers. 
The crux of the rcc[ucsi: was that if an 
ahk-bodicd m.'in was offered a good 
job, the Welfare department should cut 
off the dole so that the man would have 
an incentive to accept ihc job. The Wel¬ 
fare people^ according to the Reverend 
iMiiehcll, couldn't have been nicer—or 
been of I™ hclp^ As one of the sixiy 
North Star ministers told me: "]t seems 
that for all their prattle and crocodile 
tears about the plight o£ the poor, the 
Welfare bureaucrats want more people 
on the dole, not less. The taxpayers be 
hanged, there arc dynasties to be built! 
Now we have many more job openings 
chan we can provide people 10 fill. I^rd 
save us from social workers!" 

That senseless attitude on the part of 
Welfare hiircaucrais has led to other 
hardships for the Negro people in urban 
slums. Skyrocketing Welfare has upped 
taxes [o a point where many business¬ 
men have been ffjrted Ui take their 
factories to the suburbs in, an attempt, 
to escape drowning in a sea of taxes. 
Once relocated in the suburbs, h is diffi- 
cuk for many Ncgrcx:s living hi the 
core of the city to get transportation to 
rhe new facilities. Results? More un¬ 
employment, more WelfatCt and even 
higher taxes; a vicious circle in which 
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the poll deigns living off the problems 
nf (hf: people stay in office by promising 
lo L'fvcabtc rhc! Hole. 

Cluiely relut-ed lu its \uh program is 
Nonh Stair's c^impaign to encourage 
Negro youths to stay in $chool least 
until they obtain n high school diplom.T 
—acid to Continue beyond high school 
svhen they have the capability. "'White 
'Liberals’ have convinced many of our 
young^terA ihaT: k is hopeless to get a 
diploma because they won't be able to 
get a job anyway. Many have decided 
that life is completely hopeless after 
listening to the social workers and 
"Civil Rights' agitators. Our program 
has proved that they will be able to 
use their education/' Mitchell says. The 
eight LlitJLLsand hardworking members 
of Reverend MitcheU's North Star 
United Missionary Worker* of America 
couldn’t agree more. 

Another method used by the white 
'i/herai" power structure in its war 
against imjxivcrished Negroes in Chica¬ 
go is the Urba]) Renewal con game. 
'Like most of the other federal pro¬ 
grams chat are sold to the public as help- 
ing the Negro, Urban Renewal does the ' 
Negro far more liariii than good,” die 
North Star President says. "Tt doesn't 
upgrade us, it degrades us. Urban Re¬ 
newal haji been rehabilitating a number 
oE buildings on the West Side^ but 
Urban Renewal turns our to be Welfare 
Renewal. The rehabilitation consists 
mostly of steam cleaning the bricks, 
patching some plaster, a paint job .and 
some rewiring if necessary. Then the 
rent is jumped from BlOO a month to 
S160^ a figure mosc large families here 
cannot .ifford, causing many apartments 
m lay vacant. The bureaucrats use this 
LIS an eitcuse Lo call for higher rent 
siupplcments. But if the government is 
paying sixty percent of the rent the man 
doesn’t really feel like a man* his in¬ 
centive is gone, he becomes a kept 
Negro in a federal Uncle Tom's Cabin.” 

It’s .ill a swc£L deal for the "Liberar" 


power sLruetuie which uses die Chicago 
Housing Authority lo condemn property 
and force cnvneis to sell even when they 
don't w.int to, .md knowledgeable peo¬ 
ple in the area maiEitain that the }M3^1itE- 
caily controlled conlract* are used as a 
way of 'Tewarding" local Democrats for 
campaign conrrihiitions. As the Rever¬ 
end Mitchell shrewdly observes: '"If 
the govemmeiU ha:j its way, eighty per¬ 
cent of the Negroes arc going to wind 
up on what amount* to federal reserva- 
tinn*. He whose bread T e.ir, his .song T 
sing." 

Hollowing the deatruedve West Chica^ 
go riots of the summer of 1966, the 
North Star Missionary Workers declared 
war on crime and riot*. As their Presi 
dent told me: “Riots don't snlve any¬ 
thing. The poor people suffer the most 
from riots. Riots don't put food on the 
r.ihle, el orb PA on your hack, or pay the 
rejit. All the riots do is tuei business 
away from our community—and we 
need more business, not less/' 

During laic 1966 and early 1%7, 
workers from North Star visited homes 
on the West Side to stress the need for 
individual rcApouAibilty. They quened 
lliousands of Negro residents concern¬ 
ing whether they pndnrspH agitation and 
riots as a way of solving problems. 
Ninety-five percent responded strongly 
that they did not approve, A major 
portion of the effort in the homc-to- 
home canvass was devoted to educating 
the egmmunity that the local police arc 
rheir friends and deserve support. Ac¬ 
cording to the RevcTciid Mitchell:

When locating broke out in Chicago 
during ihe massive snowstorms of early 
the parishioners and friends of 
North Star Missionary Workers took 
physical action to end open crime in 
their cnrnmiinity. Cirizcns” patrol unltR 
grabbed and held hcxjdlLims until police 
[jfficer:i arrived on the scene to make 
arrests. The North Star also circulated 
flyers offering a reward of Si00 to 
S^^OOO for the arrest and conviction of 
eriminah. 

Was the war on crime successful? 
Martin Luther King had promised a 
long hnt summer for Chicago^ but it 
never materialized. A North Star spokes- 
man explained: 

Th^y irhd lo tJhe riots sidrted 
again o?i the W^eii Side ihis past 
Aftor tke DeiroH rhlf 
Cammi/tiiiy Patrol w4S set np ;>l 
Cbkiigo. Local cifizeiu maimed four 
bffffdred cars to pairol ike arear Any 
poicrifid disSf/rbaitces were reporied 
to tbe police. The commimity and 
the law u^rked together. I wish the 
whole world i-o/dd see bow heaoti- 
fffliy we worked togeSber. Aad we 
are sSill working togeSher. The revo- 
Itfthrtaries did gei some looting 
starred on Madison St^^et^ bni ii 
only Sook place on one hlocAr IFf 
goS Ihere before the police did, 
stopped some of these hoadlnms and 
ihen they couldn't cry ^^police hm- 
ialify.^^ They wordd hat^ had to cry 
^^comm/ftitiy bri/talhfJ* 

The only way you can get anything 
big started is to hai-e the cooperation 
of the community,, othernise there is 
nothing they can do. ieameil 
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laser that the same people that were 
trying to gel a riot started hi Chicago 
toere the fame people who had been 
in Detroitt and later they went up 
to Milwaukee where they were 
successful in fomenting insurrection. 

A number of ihe:e people were 
white. 

U is the opinluii uf the North Star 
Missioi^ary Workers that the civil insur¬ 
rections %ve have been witnessing in 
America have not been rac^ riots, hut 
ficlf-dcsEnictinn: "In Detroit and these 
other places ttiey were only destroying 
their otvn communities/' Reverend 
Mitchell Eoid me. "The closest we have 
come to a race riot is in Milwaukee 
where Father Grnppi is trying to foment 
a direct confrontation with whites. In 
order to have a Hot yon have to have 
agitators working among the whites as 
well as the Negroes. Ycpu have to have 
marchers and counter-marchers, plck- 
ecers and anti^pickctcrs. Tf one side stays 
out of the way^ the other side looks like 
a bunch of fools/' 

Still, Henry Mitchell is apprehensive. 
He believes that the methods which 
were so successful in preventing riots in 
the summer of 1967 may not work in 
The criminal and Black National- 
isL elements have intervened to the 
point where people are again becoming 
afraid to cooperate with the ].)oliee. 
Teenage gangs, supported by the War 
un Poverty and led by trained Marxist 
revolunonariK, now have tremendous 
power within the city and are intimidat¬ 
ing the citizenry. It h a repetition of 
the theme of Two Revolutions at Once 
—as in Algeria, where the svorsl crimes 
committed by the Communist F-L.N, 
were perpetrated against fellow Mos¬ 
lems to keep them in line. 

witl give this country five more 
years to last the way things are going/" 
warns MitchdL “These people are well 
ririauced and we have to work with 
practically nothing. Khrushchev said to 
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Kennedy in '1*1! have your children 
te:iehing Cnmmunnm in ten ycjirA and 
1 won’t fire a shot: That man^a pre- 
dicticpn ifi tKccoming a reality. There is 
no more effective way to destroy a 
nation rhan to make it lear siself apart. 
A handful nf rabble-rousers took over 
Russia, China, Cuba, and the rest— 
because nobody would support those 
who were willing to stand up to the 
Qimmiinist^. If you fight Communismi, 
it seems like you fight it alone. 

"Well if that's the way it's got to 
he, we'll fight alone. And we mean 
business every step nf the way^"

"Slums are make by (.)eople — not 
p]niter or brick,'" Mrs. Mattie Coney told 
[ne in Indianapolis^ where 1 svenc to 
interview her for AM£^IeA^- Opinion. 
She has recently quit teaching after 
thirty years to devote full time ro her 
burgeonLEig Citizens Forum.^ a non¬ 
profit, privately funded group of uver 
six hundred neighborhood '"block clubs*’ 
warking together to heircr rhernselves 
and their neighborhoods in the India¬ 
napolis area. 

Working ubi ihc proicct with Mrs. 
Coney is her husband, Elmo, a big, 
powerful and highly ariicubte man 
whu has left a successful business career 
to devote his time to the Citizens 
Forum. He 5a.ys of cheir program: 
""There is nothing so powerful as an 
idea whose time has come. The tiirie 
for Mrs. Coney and her idea has come/* 
Mattie C.nney tells it like it is—^like it 
really is---a [id this detightful Negro 
lady has powerfully stirred the people 
of IndiannpoliK nf both races. As she 
explained to me:

As T have notedn Mrs. Coney’s 
Citizens Forum is built around the 
organizing of block clubs throughout 
the city. The clubs, Mrs. Coney told me, 
were started in 196^ by people going 
door to dotjr checking to see that every¬ 
one in the community had taken a 
tuberculosis tcLst. The project was ex¬ 
panded from there. Most who foined 
liked the sense of belonging, and a 
jTowerful sense nf pride grew from ihcir 
pardcipalLuii in comm unity beiLeriiierit. 
Every resident in the predominantly 
Negro areas seni'ed by the Gu^^ens 
Forum is given an invitation to join the 
block clubs, Tlie theme of every meet¬ 
ing ix **Relieve in yourself^ help your- 
seli, be uf help to others, be a responsi¬ 
ble citizen, earn yoiir rights and free¬ 
dom.” 

Mrs. Coney told me that she is con¬ 
vinced ”it will take more than legal 
cqtJaJity to .solve civil rights problems," 
and she "preaches the gospeC of 
sonal pride and individual responsibility 
to all who will listen. Her hundreds of 
block clubs have dedicated themselves 
to cleaning up their city physically, and 
morally, ro developing good deport¬ 
ment, manners, language, appearance, 
and ennsideration for others. No wonder 
the indicmctpoiii Star expr<3sed the view^ 
that Mrs. Coney's crusade* "may win 
more dramatic victories for racial har¬ 
mony than any army of sociologists, 
pickets and iegislators."’ 

No silly do-goodern Manic Cj^nev 
says, "I believe the Fight-ihiiiking Negro 
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wani3 to get down off ihe while man's 
lap and walk like a man,, h , You can't 
act [ike an inferior and rhen demand 
respect as an equal.” And, the Citizens 
Furum is a genuine a^isuciaiiuii for die 
advancement of colored people. 

Dlock clubs take on proiects like 
pain ting and repair of houses, cleaning 
nf yards and alleys, repair of fences, 
planting and mainterianec of htsviis, 
Liich April the Citizens Forum sponsors 
a ''Spruce-Up Campaign" in which 
Trucks are sent throughout the com¬ 
munity to pick up trash. The fin^L year 
42^000 tons of trash were collected, and 
last year IfiO^OOO tons (inciiiding nine 
hundred abandoned refrigerators) were 
carted out o£ the center city. '^Cleanli¬ 
ness is a mailer of pride/^ maintains 
M rs. t_kjney, "and rnmc he taught. Since 
we have so many |M:uple who have been 
steeped in undisciplined Welfare living 
for so long^ it is simply a matter of 
cdiicntinn to overcome bad habits/' 

As part of its "good neighbor pro- 
gfam/' Citizens Forum urges renters 
to protect propertybecause "destructive 
tenants mean higher rents." Mattie 
Coney also has a solution for the ^Vat 
problem/' which is more effective and 
much cheaper than the multi-million 
dollar federal scheme. Her soluxion: 
"liducalc the community out of pride 
to place its garbage in cans and put a 
rop on their metal garbage cans to keep 
tmt the rats." Of course this is so simple 
and so inexpensive rhai no "Liberal" 
eon Id jxussibly have conceived it- Com¬ 
munity rehabilitation, she contends, 
"does not begin with money, but with 
[>eopk who care about themselves- Bad 
ncighliorhocjds develop because individ- 
usils fail- NrgrCffS mitft their 

(nmronment hy their awn efforts. And 
that hasn't anything to do with who they 
live next door to. If I am a sloppy, dirry, 
noisy, rowdy neighbor in one part of 
tosvri, T will be the same in another 
neighborhood. You don’t get culture on 
a rnoving van/' 
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Certainly the strongest factor in the 
success of the Citizen.s Forum program 
is the dynamic whirlwind energy and 
forceful peniuiiality of iu founder. Mat- 
tic Qniey. She doesn't mince any wnrds 
either:

I Mrs. Coney is in the process of 
I attempting to get other communities to 
t ry the program she i nr rodiiccd sn 
successfully in Indianapolis, where her 
efforts arc generally credited with 
having prevented the sort of civil in¬ 
surrection that has found its way to 
most of our nihcr mctropolitHn areas 
over the last several summers. Her 
Citizens Forum c%^cn rnnils to interested 
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panics a To Do h KU* But nnt 
cvcrycpnc gels CKcilcd about the Citizens 
Forum formula for solving personal 
and enmmurriry problems. Mr, Coney 
destribts iht: rcaclinn of “Liherar' pniiti- 
cians:

The militantj;, dtscribing fhemflelve_s 
as "angry young men;' say it is too late 
(or such positive programs as ihose of 
the Reverend Mitchell and Mrs. Coney 
ro improve conditions. As a Black 
Power fanatic told me recently: 'That 
kind of program is going tn take us 
a long time to get what we want and 
we won't wail any longer;' When I 
asked Mattie Coney about it she ex¬ 
plained that she has no sym[3aUiy for 
Negroes who wallow in self-pity, or 
those with a eh ip on the shoulder who 
would rather Itxjt and hate than work 
and help. 'Tou mean ifs tou late to 
pick up debris out of your own yard?'* 
she asks. "Too late to put garbage in 
the garbage can? No one is so under¬ 
privileged he can't wash his own body, 
learn a little self discipline and help 
himsclh"

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Indianajwlis, she maintains, has thou¬ 
sands of good jobs that aren't being 
taken/There isn't any area in Indianap¬ 
olis where a person can’t get a good 
job if he is qualified. Probably these 
young revolutionaries aren't qualified 
for honest work. People don't get posi¬ 
tions by hollering nnd whooping and 
screaming and lying down in the rnatl. 
They get there by hard work;' Mattie 
Coney says. 

She believes that the ne%vs media do 
Negroes a great disservice in devoting 
so much space to the "Black Power/ 
Hatc-Whitcy crowd[t makes it very 
hard, she says, for the good [jcople who 
are working to do something positive. 
''It is embarrassing to all hard-working 
Negroes, We nre doing the best we can. 
We are law abiding. do not cram 
jails, Negroes arc all different; we*re not 
all the same. 1 don’t feel good abouT 
people doing bad. All we svanl is to be 
judged as individual. That's what most 
Negroes wane,'' And she adds: "The 
rcvolulinn.aries getting fat leading the 
revolt against authority would still be 
Unknown hoodlums .ind backwater 
preachers if tJiey had nut been publi¬ 
cised at every opportunity. And note 
rh.^t at the same time they promoted 
the haters the Tibciar Press did nul 
seek out responsible spokesmen for the 
tens of millinns of Negroes with an 
opposing viewpoint. They didn't dare. 
We'd have told them dcccjit Negroes 
arc too busy working to improve our 
lot to dance abciut slum ting slogans in 
the streets " 

Like Reverend Miicheir? North Star 
mnvcmcnlH, Citizens Forum also carries 
on an educational public relations prch 
gram on behalf of the police, and 
supports the local Crime Alert pro¬ 
gram. This IS one of the great accom¬ 
plishments of Citizens Forum, says 
Mrs. Coney. "For awhile there was a 
kind of protection if Negroes were in¬ 
volved and people did not cooperate 
with the police. That has changed now. 
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Tf (rouble is brewing people give 
Cirizcns Forum n r^ill .md they .idvise 
the police. That’s why we haven't had 
any riuts here."' 

And Mrs. Coney is the kind of power¬ 
ful nnd ''Conservative"* American who 
calls for officials who will not 

tolerate lawbreakers and disorder, and 
who will suppress crime and violence 
regardless of color; and for judges who 
will act with speed and vi^or to jail 
disturbers of the peace." She says she 
also feels chat '"white 'Liberal" bleed¬ 
ing hearts’" arc encouraging crime and 
vitileiiee instead of steering people 
toW'ard ^xjsitive sulnlions to problems. 
And she takes a forthright stand in 
opposition to Communism and for 
America:

Whu k sHRviMc as an assistant pastor 
in a large Harlem church, the Rever¬ 
end H. Freeman Yearling began attend^ 
ing meetings of the various Black 
.Suprcrnaciiit groups. Garbage, he con- 
ciudedp and went about minding his 
own business — the business of Jesus 
Christ. 

In ihii fall of 19i66, Freejuan Yearling 
went down to enroll his son in the Mab 
verne. Long Island, schools. But local 
school officials didn't want young Year- 
lint' to attend school in his own town. 
White Supremacist segregationists? Not 
exactly. It sccmji that there were ab 
ready Jots of Negroes attending the 


local school and the village "^Liberals 
w.anicd the boy to go to .school in the 
next town so that everything would be 
racially balanced there too. Send my 
son clear over to the next town to go 
to school* fumed the minister. That*s 
absurd I 

“This is a hypocriEical I8(ldcgrce. 
switch frunt wliaL die 'Civil Rights^ 
people were supposedly fighting for,” 
the Reverend Yearling explained to me 
as I visited with him recently. ‘"'The 
school desegregation decision of 
said that school admission should ;iof 
be based on color. Now ihe Negrn 
leaders svant to do just that. It is not 
the duty of government to legi$kte peo^ 
pie together or apart, but to protect 
individual rights. Using force for such 
things is, to my way of thinking, un- 
American, un-Constitutional, morally 
wrong and anti-God+ People who have 
a Common mind, common goal ^nd 
corriirion purpose will automatically 
gravirate towards each other,'" 

The Reverend Yearling filed a peti¬ 
tion to send his sou to school in his own 
neighborhood and also asked for an 
opportunity lu address ihc School Board. 
Before granting the latter request the 
Board recommended that Yearling finsr 
talk to local “Rights IcadcrK.”" One of 
the local wheels in the "Civil Rights" 
movcinent was Lincoln Lynch, a West 
Indian who looks like he could get in¬ 
vited to one of Truman Capote's parties. 
Lynch, an activist in the Marxist New 
Politics movement and a feamred 
speaker in laiiL falls anniversary eelebra- 
cion of the Communist told 

Reverend Yearling that he wanted no 
part ol the American form of govern¬ 
ment and wai personally a Black Su¬ 
premacist. At the time. Freeman Year- 
iing thoughi: it odd that a Black Su 
prcmacist should be working so fer¬ 
vently for "racially balanced’’^ schonb, 
btst he was learning abour the mentality 
of the Far Ijcft in a hurry. 

The local "Rights leaders"' tried to 
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convince Reverend Yearling that It 
would he better to bujt Negfo children 
in other schnnls even if rhe local schooh 
were belter. "They were willing to give 
their children an inferiur educaliun fur 
no oiher reason than to balance the 
r.ices/' Yearling told AsfF.isrcAN Opin- 
lONf shiiking his head in concern. 

Speaking at the next School BoEird 
meerin^, the embattled miniJ^ei: ex¬ 
plained to the Board and an audience 
I of interested citizens that once you give 
the goverinncTit tl^e power and authority 
lo assign people, it could inevitably uie 
this authority beyond the classroom^ 
even to the point of assigning Americans 
ro jobs, communities, and even homes. 
School busing, he explained* “Is a care¬ 
fully contrived gimmick tn control pco* 
pie,' and 'It doesn't make any difference 
whether you call it planning, socialism;, 
Comrnunisrn, or whatever—once people 
are assigned by the guvcrnmeiil as it 
sees fit, they have no freedom/’ 

Some of the local "idealistji" and 
“humanilarians" became a trifle hysteri¬ 
cal about all of ilih and it apparenlly 
caused drCiidfui cases of in^iomnia be¬ 
cause Reverend Yearling began to get 
hate calls well into the early hours of 
the morning. In fad, so unglued were 
tire battlers for "freedom, justice and 
equality" (as they say in S.N.C.C.) 
that this man of God and his family 
soon had to have police protection. 
There were death threats, his home was 
egged by Black Power fanaiics, a brick 
was hurled through the picture window 
of Ins living room, narrowly missing 
his small son. The Heverend Yearling's 
cmplnyer, rhe Metropolitan Baptist 
Churcli of Harlem, didn’t prove lo be 
too tolerant of dissent either. No sooner 
had he begun to speak out against Com- 
munisis in the “Civil Rights" movement 
rhnn they Bred him. The Paxtor ex¬ 
plained in writing, as demanded by 
Yearling, that "the Church stands be¬ 
hind Martin Lulhcr King” and those 
I in Iris movemejit — and therefore 


the anti-Communist Yearling had to go. 

The Reverend E. Freeman Yearling 
is m.idc of xtern stuff and is nnt the 
type to crawl away and hide in Adam 
Clayton PowelTs %vatermelon p^tch- In 
fact he proceeded to challenge Powell 
in the special elect inn fnr the Harlem 
DemuCraFs Coiigrcjislonal scat. Yearling 
says he fell there ought to be one Negro 
in the race iiisi lo make sure it was 
racially balanced, Powell, the whitest 
Negro since ihc White Xnight rode his 
steed through Harlem, "squeaked by" 
with about eighty percent or so of the 
vote in whai will go down as one of 
history's more cogent arguments against 
universal .suffrage. Ag-iin^ the Reverend 
Yea rli ng was harassed by mov i ng 
hordes of Leftists, burned in cEfigy^ and 
his posters vandalized — this time by 
an organized group whose attitudes 
may be fudged by their prominent par¬ 
ticipation in the Commuiiists^ massive 
April 1%7 pro-Vietcong rally in New 
York. 

Undaunted, Yearling continued to 
fight and was elected to his local School 
Board, joined The John Birch Society, 
and formed the chousand-memher Na- 
lional Negro Qjngrcss tif Racial Pride 
—a new national ami Communist organ¬ 
ization cmpha.sizing free choice and 
inidvidual responsibility. 

The Reverend Yearling believes that 
mosc Amerir,inx, Negroes especially, arc 
"Cnnservalive." “Look at this country,” 
he says. “These cities were not brought 
down out of chc skies by angels. The 
Atnrric4in people worked and built 
them. Every where you look you see it 
is the Free Enterprise system that has 
brought us everything we have. Ameri¬ 
cans know it, and so the vaxi majority 
of .Amcrlc.ins arc 'Conservative/ I have 
always known that. My grandfather^ 
who died at the age of 110, had been a 
slave, but acquired eighty acres of land. 
He was his own boss, had his own 
quarry and his own livestock. This was 
the Free Enterprise system, and I was 
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brought up to apprcci^^c and revere it." 

Like die other "Conscrvalivc" Negro 
leaders we i met vie wed p the Reverend 
Yearlinj^ beJicves the "Civil Rights"' 
leaders and their white “Liberal" camp 
followers havo done far me^re harm 
than good became tliey have aimed the 
Negro people in exactly the wrong di¬ 
rection. Yearling contends: 

Th^y hiii/i Mid <dl and espe¬ 
cially Negroes^ M depend npait fhe 
ge?i'ernmeni. They have hd people 
M hflieve that somehow hiiegmimn 
would solve prohlem.i. / dojft agree 
wiik thas, li in sails she digtshy nsid 
integrity of ottr people, tt destroys 
that mimhet-osft thing we call pride. 
People who donU have pride in 
ihemsehes doti^t have pride in any¬ 
thing ehe. "Chii Rights*^ people and 
white '^Liheralf^ are doing great 
harm and are doing more to destroy 
than to hnild ap. I think, given an 
opportunity^ anyone can make itr My 
grandfather did and he had far lets 
edtfcation and opporlnnity than all 
of ot/r people do today. He Ufasn't 
esen a high sehooi drop-in, mnrh 
less a drop-offi. 

Pointing m Harlem as a case in polntn 
the Reverend Yearling maintains that if 
legislated equality and the Welfare 
State really solved probleinsn then that 
area should lie a veritable paradise. 
Tiicre they have votitig rights^ "Civil 
Rights/" chetr own elected officials and 
nine thrmsand laws ihrcaEcning every¬ 
thing but the death penalty for discrim¬ 
ination- Still Harlem^ says Yearlings is 
morally the mosi depraved place he has 
ever seen, a showcase of evil, de¬ 
bauchery ^ and corruption* '"Yet/' he 
points out^ '"the 'Civil Rights' people 
come there to recruit people to go down 
South to straighten out probJcins down 
rhcrc, ignoring the filth in their own 
backyards. That kind of thing makes 
sense only to revolutionaries I" 


Getting hack to what he calls "Whitey 
rhe Lih/' Reverend Yearling noted that 
the City of New York helped create the 
slum in Harlem tlirough rent comtrob 
wliich brought about over-crowding and 
run down housings and now the poli¬ 
ticians and biifeaucrais claim they mmt 
have more powers to alleviate the prob¬ 
lem just like they do in Detroit, Chicago, 
or Watts. Tlie "Civil Rights" people, he 
explained, compound the problem ■ 
by screaming ""police brutality/" and 
then encouraging lawless ness ^ hy de¬ 
manding improved economic condi¬ 
tions, and thc[] burning down what has 
been buill up; by calling for quality 
education^ then boycotting schools- by 
crying for better jobs, then causing nn- 
cm ploy men r hy demanding f.intastic 
wajtcA and destroying the altitudes that 
make for good workmen. 

A cornerstone of the National Negro 
Congress of Racial Pride is "to expose 
and eradicate Communist activity 
throughout the United Slates, especially 
among ethnic minorities." E. Freeman 
Yearling believes the “Civil Rights" 
movemeni is an attempt to use the 
Negro, "lu take away from us all those 
rights with which wc were endowed by 
Cod—under the pretense of helping Us. 
Communist agitators are using the 
Negro to further their own ends and to 
enslave ua all." 

I'hd Reverend Yearling is a praecic.i! 
sehol.ir (Non-Seetariati Bible College, 
Wcsicni Baptist Theological Seminary, 
American Baptist Thcobgicai Semi¬ 
nary) who believes that education is a 
continuing process. After a great deal 
of study, he has concluded rhnr we are 
nor really witnessing a Black Revolu¬ 
tion ii^ America. TTie “Liberals" and 
the Communists, he says, are simply 
using black faces (like Martin Luihet 
King and Stokely Carmichael, whom 
Yearling describes as ""prostitutes ^id 
m do a job") to give the Revolution 
coloring and to make it appear that it

From 
his attendance at Black Nationalist 
mccringJiH and his thorough sttidy of 
their literature, Yearling is convinced 
that they couldn't be so confident unless 
they know they arc being protirctcd 
from the lop by men in our own gnv- 
ernment. ''No other conclusion meets 
a test of reasonJtblencssr says the min¬ 
ister:

Scilh he says» there are serious signs 
that Americans are awakening to what 
is happening — and he plans fn he a 
pari of the patriolic renaissanec. E. Free¬ 
man Yearling is a man with a mission. 
As 1 write, his National Negro Con¬ 
gress of Racial Pride (9il Orlando Ave^ 
nuc^ T.nkcvicw; West Hempstead, New 
York) h growing rapidly throughout 
the Country+ and the Reverend Yearling 
is meeting a national speaking sched¬ 
ule that would slmiter a Sampson. “The 
Winds of Change," he says, '"are at last 
moving in the direction of sanity+ 
Amerkan» ^ of all races and Eempera- 
ments — are awakeningf" 

Count us among those who are con¬ 
vinced that he is right.
